None of the cited arts either taken alone or in combination discloses all the features as claimed particularly the 
feature the pouch formed from multiple layers of material and the compartments formed between adjacent layers 
of material. Therefore the claims as amended satisfy the requirements of novelty and inventive step.

2. The smoker's pouch according to claim 1 wherein, the compartment is 
sealed by a seal, the seal comprising respective formations associated with adjacent 
layers of material fonning the pouch, the respective formations engageable with each 
other to releasably seal the compartment 

3. The smoker's pouch according to claim 2 wherein, the seal comprises a 
first fonnation and a second formation, the first foraiation having a f^ale channel 
with resilient sidewalk at least one sidewall having a flange on an upper portion, the 
flange extending at least partially toward the opposing sidewaU and the second 
fomiation having a male member with an enlarged portion leceivable between the 
opposed sidewalls of the charaiel and adapted to be retained therein until the 
application of a force large enough to release the male member therefiom.
